If 
your little Finger be ſore, and you think a Poultice 
made of our Vitals will give it any Eaſe, ſpeak the 
Word, and it ſhall be done; the Intereſt of our 
whole Kingdom is, at any Time, ready to ſtrike to 
that of your pooreſt Fiſhing Towns; it is hard you 
will not accept our Services, unleſs we believe, at 
the ſame Time, that you are only conſulting our Pro- 
fit, and giving us Marks of your Love. If there be 
a Fire at ſome Diſtance, and I immediately blow up 
my Houſe before there be Occafion, becauſe you are

If we might be allowed to judge for our ſelves, 
we had Abundance of Benefit by the Sacraments! 
Teft, and foreſee a Number of Miſchiefs would 
be the Conſequence of repealing it ; and we conceive 
the Objections made againſt it by the Difexters, are 
of no Manner of Force: They tell us of their Me- 
rits in the late War in Ireland, and how chearfully

the National Church, and the only one eſtabliſhed 
by Law; and are willing, by the ſame Law, to giye 
a Toleration to Diſſenters. But if once we repeal our 
Sacramental Tt eft, and rant a Toleration , OT ſuſpend 
the Execution of the Penal Laws, I do not ſee how 
we Can be ſaid to have any Eſtabliſhed Church re- 
maining; or rather why there will not be as many 
Eſtabliſhed Churches as there are Se&s of Diſſenters. 
No, ſay they, yours will {till be the National Church, 
becauſe your Biſhops and Clergy are maintained by 
the Publick ; but, That, I ſuppole, will be of no 
Duration, and it would be very unjuſt it ſhould ; be- 
cauſe, to ſpeak in Tinda/'s Phraſe, it is not reaſonable 
chat Revenues ſhould be annexed to one Opinion 
more than another, when all are equally lawful ; and it 
is the ſameAnthor's Maxim, That no free - born Subject 
ought to pay for maintaining Speculations he does not 
believe. But why ſbould any Man, upon Account of 
Opinions be cannct help, be deprived the Opportunity 
of ſerving his Queen and Country? Their Zeal is 
commendable, and when Employments go a begging 
tor want of Hands, they ſhall be ſure to have the Refu- 
{a}; only, upon Condition, that they will not pretend 
to them upon Maxims which equally include 4:Leifts, 
Turks, Fews, Infidels and Hereticks; or which is 
ſtill more dangerous, even Fapiſts themſelves; the 
tormer you allow, the other you deny, becauſe rheſe 
laſt own a foreign Power, and therefore muſt be ſhut _ 
out. Burt there is no great Weight in this; for their 
Religion can ſuir with free States, with limited or 
abſolute Monarchies, as well as a better; and the 
Pope's Power in France is but a Shadow; fo that, 
upon this Foot, there need be no great Danger to the 
Conftirution, by admiring Papiſts to Employments

Wr obſerve the Scots, in our Northern "WR ta 
be an induſtrious People, extreamly devoted to their 
Religion, and full of an undiſturbed Affection to- 
wards each other. Numbers of that noble Nation, 
invited by the Ferrilities of the Soil, are glad to ex- 
change their barren Hills of Loug habar, by a Voyage 
of three Hours, for our fruitful Vales of Do and 
Antrim, ſo productive of that Grain, which, at lit- 
tle Trouble and leſs Expence, finds Diet and Lodg- 
ing for themſelves and their Cattle. Theſe People 
by their extream Parſimony, wonderful Dexterity in 
Dealing, and firm Adherence to one another, toon 
grow into Wealth from the ſmalleſt Beginnings, ne- 
ver are rooted out where they once fix, and increaſe 
daily by new Supplies. Befides, when they are the 
ſuperior Number in any Tra& of Ground, they are 


not over patient of Mixture; but ſuch, whom they 


cannot aſſimilate, ſoon find: it their Intereſt to re- 
move. I have done all in my Power, on ſome Land 
of my own, to preſerve two or three Engliſh Fel- 
Jows in their 8 but found it impoſſi- 
5 ble, 


* ſeems, —_— to be deprived the "Capacity: of bert | 
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ble, although one of them thought Re bad Cufficient- 
Iy made his Court by turning Presbyterian. Add to 
all this, that they bring along with them from Sc m- 
land, a moſt formidable Notion of our Church, 
which they look upon, at leaſt, three Degrees worſe 
than Popery ; and it is natural it ſhould be fo, ſince 
they come over full fraught with that Spirit which 
taught them to aboliſh Epiſcopacy at home. 

Tux we proceed farther, and obſerve, that the 
Gentlemen of Employments here, make a very con- 
ſiderable Number in the Houſe of Commons, and : 
have no other Merit but that of doing their Duty in 
their ſeveral Stations; therefore, when the Teft is re- 
pealed, it will be highly reaſonable they ſhould give 
Place to thoſe who have much greater Services to 
plead. The Commiſſions of the Revenue are ſoon 3 
diſpoſed of, and the Collectors, and other Officers F 
throughout the Kingdom, are generally appointed by + 

the Commiſſioners, which give them a mighty In- = 
fluence in every County. As much may be ſaid f 
the great Offices in the Law; and when this Door is 
open to let Diſſenters into the Commiſſions of the 
Peace, to make them High-Sheriffs, Mayors of Cot- 
porations, and Officers of the Army and Militia; I 
do not fee how it can be otherwiſe, conſidering their 
Induſtry and our Supineneſs, but that they may, in a 
very few Years, grow to a Majority in the Houſe of 
Commons, and conſequently make themſelves the 
National Religion, and have a fair Ptetence to de- 
mand the Revenues of the Church for their Teach- 
ers. I know it will be obje&ed, that if all this ſhould 
happen as I deſcribe, yet the Presbyterian Religion 
could never be made the National by Act of Parlia- | 
ment, becauſe our Biſhops are fo great a Number in

the Houſe of Lords; and without a Majority thers, 


the Church could not be aboliſhed. ' But I have 7200 


very good Expedients for that, which I ſhall leave you 


to gueſs, and, I dare ſwear, our Speaker here has often 
thought on, eſpecially having endeavoured at one of 


them ſo lately.

Wuroever bears a true Veneration for the Glori- 


ous Memory of King William, as our great Deliveref 
from Popery and Slavery; whoever is firmly loyal to 


our preſent Queen, with an utter Abhorrence and 
Dereſtation of the Pretender ; whoever approves the 
Succeſſion to the Crown in the Houſe of Hanover, 
and is for preſerving the Doctrine and Diſcipline of 
the Church of England, with an Indulgence for ſcru- 


pulous Conſciences; ſuch a Man, we think, acts up- 


on right Principles, and may be juſtly allowed a 
Whip ; and, I believe, there are not fix Members in 
our Houſe of Commons, who may not fairly come 
under this Deſcription. So that the Parties among 
us are made up, on one fide, of moderate Whigs, and, 


on the other, of Presbyterians and their Abettors ; 


by which laſt I mean, ſuch who can equally go to a 
Church, or a Conventicle; or ſuch who are indiffe- 
rent to all Religion in general; or, laſtly, ſuch who 
affect to bear a perſonal Rancor towards the Clergy. 
Theſe laſt, are a Set of Men not of our own Growth; 
their Principles, at leaſt, have been imported of late 
Years; yet this whole Party, put together, will not, I 


am confident, amount to above fifty Men in Parlia- 


ment, which can hardly be worked up into a Majo- 
rity of three Hundred. As 


to intioduce a Debate about repealing the Tet Clatiſey 
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A s to the Houſe of Lords, the Difficulty there 18 


conceived, at leaſt, as great as in ours. So many of 


our Temporal Peers live in England, that the Biſhops 
are generally pretty near a Par of the Houſe, and we 
reckon t they will be all to a Man againſt repealing the 
Teft; and yet their Lordſhips are generally thou 

good Whigs upon our Principles as any in the Ki 
dom. 'There are; indeed, a few Lay Lords who ap- 


| pear to have no great Devotion for Epiſcopacy ; and 


perhaps one or two more, with whom certain power- 
ful Mot ives might be uſed for removing any Difficul- 
ty whatſoever ; but theſe are in no ſort of a Number 
to carry any Point againſt a Conjunction of the reſt, 
with the whole Bench of Biſhops: 
Bes1Des, the intire Body of our Clergy is utterly 
againſt repealing the Teft, although they are entirely 
devoted to her Majeſty, and hardly One in a Hun- 
dred who are not very good Whigs, in our Accepta- 
tion of the Word. And I muſt let you know, that 


we of Ireland, are not yet come up to other Folks 


Refinement : For we generally love and eſteem our 


Clergy, and think they deſerve it; nay, we are apt 


to lay ſome Weight upon their Opinions, and would 
not willingly diſoblige them, at leaſt, unleſs it were 
upon ſome greater Point of Intereſt than this. And 
their Judgment, in the preſent Affair, is the more to be

FT quite altered in that Bench, fince this

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for an Employment, but not a Presbyterian or Aud- 


baptiſt Preacher for a Church Living. Now! muſt 
take Leave to inform you, that ſeveral Members of 
our Houſe, and my ſelf among the reſt, knowing, 
ſome Time ago, what was upon the Anvil, went to 
all the Clergy we knew of any Diſtinction, and de- 
ſired their Judgment in the Matter, wherein we 


found a moſt wonderful Agreement; there being but 


one Divine, that we could hear of, in the whole 
Kingdom, who appeared of a contrary Sentiment; 
wherein he afterwards ſtood alone in the Convoca- 
tion, very little to his Credit, although, as he hoped, 
very much to his Iatereſt. \ 

T wiiL now conſider, a little, the Arguments of- 
ſered to ſhew the Advantages, or rather Neceſſity of 
repealing the Teſt in Ireland. We are told, the Po- 
Piſþ Intereſt is here ſo formidable; that all Hands 
ſhould be joined to keep it under; that the only 
Names of Diſtin&ions among us, ought to be thoſs 
of Proteflant and Papiſt; and that this Expedient is 


the only Means to unite all Proteſtants upon one 


common Bottom. All which is nothing but Miſre- 


preſentation: and Miſtake. 


| Ir we were under any real Fear of the Papifts in 
this Kingdom, it would be hard to think us ſo ſtupid, 


5 not to be equally apprehenſive with others, ſince we 


are likely to be the greateſt, and more immediate 
Sufferers; but, on the contrary, we look upon them 
to be altogether as inconſiderable as the Women and 
Children. Their Lands are almoſt entirely taken 


toni them, and they are rendered uncapable of pur- 


chaſing any more; and for the little that remains, 
Proviſion is made by the late Act againſt Popery, that 
it will daily crumble away: To prevent which, ſome

of the moſt conſiderable among them are already 
turned Proteſtants, and ſo, in all Probability, will 
many more. Then, the Popiſh Prieſts are all regi- 
ſtered, and without Permiſſion (which, I hope, will 
not be granted) they can have no Succeſſors; ſo that 
the Proteſtant Clergy will find it, perhaps, no difficult 
Matter to bring great Numbers over to the Church; 
and, in the mean Time, the common People without 
Leaders, without Diſcipline, or natural Courage, be- 
ing little better than Hewers of Wood, and Drawers 
of Water, are out of all Capacity of doing any Miſ- 
chief, if they were ever ſo well inclined. Neither 
are they, at all, likely to join in any confiderable 
Numbers with an Invader, having found ſo ill Suc- 
ceſs when they were much more x Hernia pow- 
erful; when they had a Prince of their own Reli- 
ion to head them, had been trained for ſome Years 

finder a Popiſp Deputy, and received ſuch mighty 
Aids from the French King. „ 

As to that Argument uſed for repealing the 7%; 
that it will unite all Proteſtants againſt the com- 
mon Enemy; I wonder by what Figure thoſe Gentle- 
men ſpeak, who are pleaſed to advance it: Suppoſe, 
in order to encreaſe the Friendſhip between you and 
me, a Law ſhould pals that I muſt have Half your 
Eſtate; do you think that would much advance the 
Union between us? Or, ſuppoſe I ſhare my Fortune 
equally between my own Children, and a Stranger, 
whom I take into my Protection; will that be a Me- 


thod to unite them? It is an odd way of uniting Par- 


ties, to deprive a Majority of Part of their antient 
Right, by conferring it on a Faction who had never 
any Right at all, and therefore cannot be ſaid to ſuf- 
fer any Loſs or Injury, if it be refuſed them. Neither 
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is it very clear, how far ſome People may ſtretch ths 


Term of common Enemy: How many are there of 
thoſe that call themſelves Proteſtants, who look upon 


our Worſhip to be idolatrous as well as that of the 
Papiſts, and with great Charity put Prelaty and Po- 
pery together, as Terms convertible? 

Ap, therefore, there is one ſmall Doubt 1 wotild 
be willingly fatisfied in, before I agree to the repeal- 
ing of the Te; that is, whether theſe ſame Prote- 
ſtants, when they have, by their Dexterity, made 


themſelves the National Religion, and diſpofed the 


Church Revenues among their Pafors or Themſelves, 
will be ſo kind to allow s Diſſenters, I do not ſay 4 
Share in Employments, but a bare Toleration by Law. 
The Reaſon of my Doubt is, becauſe I have been fo 
very idle as to read above fifty Pamphlets, writtent 
by as many Presbyterian Divines, loudly diſclaiming 


this Idol Toleration; ſome of them calling it (I know 


not how properly) a Rg of Popery, and all agree- 
ing, it was to eſtabliſh Iniquity by a Law. Now, I 
would be glad to know when and where their Suc- 
ceſſors have renounced this Doctrine, and before what 
Witnefles. Becauſe, methinks, I ſhould be loath to 
fee my poor titular Biſhop in partibus, ſeized on by 
Miſtake in the Dark for a Jefuit, or be forced my 


ſelf ro keep a Chaplain diſguiſed like my Butler, and 


ſteal to Prayers in a back Room, as my Grandfather 


aſed in thoſe Times when the Church of England 


was malignant. 


Bor this is ripping up old Quarrels long forgot; 
Popery is now the common Enemy, againſt which we 
muſt all unite : I have been tired in Hiſtory with the 
perpetual Folly of thoſeStates, who called in Foreigners 
to aſſiſt them againſt a common Enemy: But the Mit-

chief was, theſe A/lies would never be brought to 
allow that the common Enemy was quite ſubdued : And 
they had Reaſon; for it proved at laſt, that one Part 
of the common Enemy was thoſe who called them in; 
and ſo the Allies became at length the Maſters. 

Ir is agreed, among Naturaliſts, that a Lyon is a 
larger, a ſtronger, and more dangerous Enemy than a 


Cat; yet if a Man were to have his Choice, either a 


Lyon at his Foot, bound faſt with three or four 
Chains, his Teeth drawn our, and his Claws pared 
to the Quick, or an angry Cat in full Liberty ac his 
Throat; he would rake no long Time to determine. 

I Have been ſometimes admiring the wonderful 
Significancy of that Word Perſecution, and what va- 
rious Interpretations it hath acquired even within my 
Memory. When I was a Boy, I often heard the 


Presbyterians complain, that they were not permitted 


to ſerve God in their own Way; they ſaid, they did 


not repine at our Employments, but thought that all 


Men, who live peaceably, ought to have Liberty of 
Conſcience, and Leave to aſſemble. That Impedi- 
ment being removed at the Revolution, they ſoon 
learned to ſwallow the Sacramental Teft, and began 
to take very large Steps, wherein all who 2 to 
oppoſe them, were called Men of a perſecuting -Spi- 
rit. During the 'Time the Bill againſt Occaſional 


Conformity was on Foot, Perſecution was every Day 
ia our Ears, and now at laſt the Sacramental 


Where then is this

Teft it ſelf has the ſame Name. 
| Matter likely to end, when the obtaining of one Re- 
queſt is only uſed as a Step to demand another? A 
Lover is ever complaining of Crue/ty, while any 
thing is denied him; and when the Lady ceaſes to be 
cruel, ſhe is from the next Moment at his Mercy: 
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So Perſecution, it ſeems, is every Thing that will not 

leave it in Men's Power to perſecute others. 
Tun is one Argument offered againſt a Sacrg- 


mental Teſt, by a Sort of Men who are content to 


be {tiled of the Church of England, who, perhaps, 
attend its Service in the Morning, and go with their 
Wives to a Conventicle in the Afternoon, confeſſing 
they hear very good Doctrine in both. Theſe Men 
are much offended, that ſo holy an Inſtitutfon as that 
of the Lord's Supper, ſhould be made ſubſervient to 
ſuch mercenary Purpoſes, as the getting of an Em- 
ployment. Now, it ſeems, the Law concluding all 
Men to be Members of that Church where they re- 


ceive the Sacrament; and ſuppoſing all Men to live 


like Chriſtians (eſpecially thoſe who are to have 
Employments did imagine they received the Sacra- 
ment, in Courſe, about four Times a Year, and 
therefore only d-fired it might appear by Certificate to 
the Publick, that ſuch who took an Office, were 
Members of the Church eſtabliſhed, by doing their 
ordinary Duty. However, Jeſt e ſhould offend them, 
we have often defired they would deal candidly with 
us; for if the Matter ſtuck only there, we would 
propoſe it in Parhament, that every Man who takes 
an Employment, ſhould, inſtead of receiving the Sa- 
crament, be obliged to ſwear, that he is a Member 
of the Church of Ireland by Law eſtabliſhed, with 
Epiſcopacy, and ſo forth; and as they do now in 
Scotland, to be true to the Kirk, But when we 


drive them thus far, they always retire to the main 


Body of the Argument, urge the Hardſhip that Men 
ſhould be deprived the Liberty of ſerving their Queen 
and Country, on Account of their Conſcience : And, 
in ſhort, have Recourſe to the common Stile of thei 
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bu Brethren, Now, whether this be a fincere 


ay of arguing, I will appeal to any other Judgment 

'Tuxxs is another Topick of Clamour ſomewhat 
parallel to the foregoing; it ſeems, by .the Teſt 
Clauſe, the Military Officers are obliged to receive 
the Sacrament as well as the Civil. And it is a Mat- 
ter of ſome Patience, to hear the Diſſenters declaim- 


Ing upon this Occaſion : They cry they are diſarmed. 


they are uſed like Papifts; when an Enemy appears 
at Home, or from Abroad, they muſt fit ſtill, and fee 
their Throats cut, or be hanged for High Treaſon if 
they offer to defend themſelves. Miſerable Condi- 
tion! Woeful Dilemma! It is happy for us all, that 


- the Pretender was not appriſed of this paſſive Presby- 


terian Principle, elſe he would have infallibly landed 


in our Northern Parts, and found them all {at down 
in their Formalities, as the Gauls did the Roman Se- 


nators, ready to die with Honour in their Callings. 
Sometimes, to appeaſe their Indignation, we venture 
to give them Hopes, that, in ſuch a Caſe, the Go- 
vernment will perhaps connive, and hardly be ſo ſe- 


vere to hang them for defending it againſt the Letter 
of the Law; to which they readily anſwer, that 


they will not lie at our Mercy, but let us fight our 
Battles our ſelves. Sometimes we offer to get an 


Act, by which, upon all Popiſh Inſurrections at 
Home, or Popiſb Invaſions from Abroad, the Goyern- 


ment ſhall be impowered to grant Commiſſions to all 
Proteſtants whatſoever, without that perſecuting Cir- 
cumſtance of obliging them to ſay their Prayers 
when they receive the Sacrament ; but they abhor 
all Thoughts of occa/jonal Commiſſions, they will not 
do pur Prudgery, and we reap the Benefit; it is not 
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worth their while to fight pro Aris & focis; and 
they had rather loſe their Eſtates, Liberties, Religion 
and Lives, than the Pleaſure of governing. 
Hor to bring this Diſcourſe towards a Concluſion, 
If the Diſſenters will be ſatisfied with ſuch a Tolera- 
tion by Law, as hath been granted them in England, 
I believe the Majority of both Houſes will fall readi- 
ly in with it; farther it will be hard to perſwade this 
Houſe of Commons, and, perhaps, much harder the 
next. For, to ſay the Truth, we make a mighty 
Difference here between ſuffering Thiftles to grow 
among us, and wearing them 2 Pofies. We are 
fully convinced in our Conſciences, that We ſhall al- 
ways tolerate them, but not quite ſo fully, that They 
will always tolerate us, when it comes to their Turn; 
and We are the Majority, and Ve are in Poſſeſſion. 
HE who argues in Defence of a Law in Force, 
not antiquated or obſolete, but lately enacted, is cer- 
tainly on the ſafer Side, and may be allowed to point 
out the Dangers he conceives to foreſee in the Abro- 
gation of it. | 


For if the Conſequences of repealing this Clauſe, 


ſhould, at ſome time or other, enable the Presbyte- 


rians to work themſelves up into the National 
Church; inſtead of «uniting Proteſtants, it would ſow 
eternal Diviſions among them. Firſt, their own 
Se&s which now lie ene would be ſoon at 
Cuffs again with each other, about Power and Pre- 
ferment; and the Diſſenting Epiſcopals, perhaps, diſ- 
contented to ſuch a Degree, as, upon ſome fair un- 
happy Occafion, would be able to ſhake the firmeſt 
Loyalty, which none can deny theirs to be. | 

NE1THER is it very difficult to conjecture, from 
{ome late Proceedings, at what a Rate this Faction is 
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. Miffionaries every where, without being invited, in

like to drive wherever it gets the Whip and the Seat. 
They have already ſer up Courts of Spiritual Judica- 
ture, in open Contempt of the Law: They ſend 


order to convert the Church of England Folks to 
Chriſtianity. They are as vigilant as I know whe, 
to attend Perſons on their Death-Beds, and for Pur- 


; Poſes much alike. And what Practices ſuch Prin- 


Ciples as theſe (with many others that might be in- 


vidious to mention) may ſpawn, when they are /aid 


out to the Sun, you may determine at Leiſure. 
LasrTLY, whether we are ſo entirely {ure of their 
Loyalty upon the preſent Foot of Government as you 


may imagine, their Detractors make a Queſtion, : 


which, however, does, I think, by no Means affect 
the Body of Diſſenters; bur the Inſtance produced, 
is of ſome among their leading Teachers in the North, 
who refuſed the Abjuration Oath, yet continue their 
Preaching, and have Abundance of Followers. The 
Particulars are out of my Head, but the Fact is noto- 
rious enough, and, I believe, hath been publiſhed; I 
thiak it a Pity it has not been remedied. 

Tnus I have fairly given you, Sir, my own Opi- 


nion, as well as that of a great Majority in both 
Houſes here, relating to this weighty Affair, upon 


which, I am confident, you may lecurely reckon. I 
will leave you to make what Uſe of it you pl e aſe. ?

of the Engliſp; one Effect of which, is already ſeen 
in the prodigious Dearneſs of Corn, and the Impor- 
tation of it from London, as the cheaper Market: 


And, becauſe People are the Riches of a Country, 
and that our Neighbours have done, and are doing 


all that in them lie, to mgke our Wool a Drug to us, 
and a Monopoly to them; therefore, the panel

of the beſt Land, for the feeding of Sheep. 


I couLD fill a Volume as large as the Hiſfory of | 
the wiſe Men of Goatham, with e a Catalogue only of 
ſome wonderful Laws and Cuſtoms we have obſer- 
ved within thirty Years paſt. It is true, indeed, our 


beneficial Traffick of Wool with France, hath been 
our only Support for ſeveral Years paſt ; furniſhing us 
all the little Money we have to pay our Rents, and 


g0 to Market. 


moſt of their Wine is paid for in Specic, without car- 
rying thithcr any Commodity from hence. 


How BVIR, fince we are ſo univerſally bent upon 


enlarging our Flocks, it may be worth inquiring, what 
we ſhall do with our Wool, in caſe Barnſtab!s 
ſhould be over-ftocked. and our French Commerce 
ſhould fail? 


But our Merchants aſſure me, This 
Trade hath received a great Damp by the preſent 
flutfuating Condition of the Coin in France; and that 
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(:25 ) 
I $HovLD Wiſh the Parliament had thought fit to 
have ſuſpended their Regulation of Church Matters, 
and Enlargements of the Prerogative, until a more 
| convenient Time, becauſe they did not appear very 
Z preſſing, (at leaſt to the Perſons principally concerned) 
and, inſtead of thoſe great Refinements in Politicłs 
and Divinity, had amuſed Themſelves and their 
Committees, a little, with the State of the Nation. 
For Example : Whar if the Houſe of Commons had 
thought fir to make a Reſolution, Nemine Contradi- 
rente, againſt wearing any Cloath or Stuff in their 
Families, which were not of the Growth and Ma- 
nufacture of this Kingdom? What if they had ex- 
"tended it ſo far, as utterly to exclude all Silks, Vel- 
vets, Calicoes, and the whole Lexicon of Female 
Fopperies; and declared, that whoever a&ed other- 
wile, ſhould be deemed and reputed an Enemy to the 
Nation? What if they had ſent up ſuch a Reſolu- 
tion to be agreed to by the Houſe of Lords; and by 
their own Practice and Encouragement, ſpread the 
Execution of it in their ſeveral Countries? What if 
we ſhould agree to make burying in Moollen a Fa- 
ſion, as our Neighbours have made it a Law? 
What if the Ladies would be content with Iriſh 
Stuffs for the Furniture of their Houſes, for Gowns 
and. Petticoats to themſelves and their Daughters? 
Upon the whole, and to crown all the reſt, let a 
firm Reſolution be taken, by Male and Female, never 
to appear with one ſingle Shred that comes from 
England; and let all the People ſay, AMEN. 
I nopr, and believe, nothing could pleaſe his Ma- 
jeſty better than to hear that his loyal Subjects, of 
both Sexes, in this Kingdom, celebrated his Birth- 
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( 28 ) 
Dj (now approaching) univerſally clad in thei 
own Manufa&ure. Is there Vertue enough left in 
this deluded People to fave them from the Brink of 
Ruin? If the Mens Opinions may be taken, the La- 
dies will look as handſome in Stuffs as Brocades, and, 
fince all will be equal, there may be room enough 
to employ their Wit and Fancy in chuſing and match- 
ing of Patterns and Colours. I heard the late Arch- 
biſhop of Tuam mention a pleaſant Obſervation of 


ſome Body's; that Ireland would never be happy till 


a Lau were made for burning every Thing that came 


from England, except their People and their Coals: 

I muſt confeſs, that as to the former, I ſhould not 
be ſorry if they would ſtay at home; and for the lat- 
ter, I hope, in a little Time we ſhall have no Occa- 


fion for them. 3 
Non tanti mitra eft, non tanti Fudicis oftrum. 


Bur I ſhould rejoice to ſee a Stay-Lace from Eng- 
land be thought ſcandalous, and become a Topick 
for Cenſure at Viſits and Tea Tables. 

Ir the unthinking Shopkeepers in this Town, had 


not been utterly deſtitute of common Senfe, they 


would have made ſome Propoſal to the Parliament, 
with a Petition to the Purpoſe J have mentioned; 
promiſing to improve the Cloat hs and Stuffs of the 
Nation, into all poſſible Degrees of Fineneſs and Co- 
lours, and engaging not to play the Knave, according 
to their Cuſtom, by exacting and impoſing upon the 
Nobility and Gentry, either as to the Prices or the 
Goodneſs. For I remember, in London, upon a ge- 
neral Mourning, the raſcally Mercers and Woollen 
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(21) „ 
Drapers, would, in Four and Twenty Hours, raiſe 
their Cloaths and Silks to above a double Price; and 
if the Mourning continued long, then come whinge- 
ing with Petitions to the Court, that they were ready 
to ftarve, and their Fineries lay upon their Hands. 

I couLD wiſh our Shopkeepers would immediate- 
ly think on this Propoſal, addreſſing it to all Perſons 
of Quality, and others; bur firſt be ſure to get ſome 
Body who can write Senſe, to put it into Form. 

I THINK it needleſs to exhort the Clergy to follow 
this good Example, becauſe, in à Jittle Time, thoſe 
among them who are ſo unfortunate to have had their 
Birth and Education in this Country, will think 
themſelves abundantly happy when they can afford 
Iriſh Crape, and an Athlone Hat; and as to the o- 
thers, I ſhall not preſume to direct them. I have, in- 
deed, ſeen the preſent Archbiſhop of Dublin clad 
from Head to Foot in our own Manufacture; and 
yet, under the Roſe be it ſpoken, his Grace deſerves 
as good a Gown, as if he had not been born among 
118. 8 
I Have not Courage enough to offer one Syllable 
on this Subject to their Honours of the Army: Nei- 
ther have I ſufficiently conſidered the great Impor- 
tance of Scarlet and Gol Lace. 

Tus Fable, in Ovid, of Arachne and Pallas, is to 
this Purpoſe. The Goddeſs had heard of one A. 
rachne a young Virgin, very famous for Spinning and 
Weaving : They both met upon a Tryal of Skill; 
and Pallas finding herſelf almoſt equalled in her own 
Arc, ſtung with Rage and Envy, knockt her Riva] 
cown, turned her into a Spyder, enjoining her to 
{vin and weave for ever, out of her 6w;NBowels, and 
ia 4 very narrow Compaſs, I conteſs, that from 2

and unjuſt a Sentence; which, however, is fully exe-

Boy, I always pitied poor Arachne, and could never 
heartily love the Goddeſs, on Account of ſo cruel 
cuted upon Us by England, with further Additions of 
Rigor and Severity. For the greateſt Part of our 
Bowels and Vitals is extracted, without allowing us 
the Liberty of ſinning and weaving them. 
Tux Scripture tells us, that Oppreſſion makes 4 
wiſe Man mad; therefore, conſequently ſpeaking; 
the Reaſon why ſome Men are not mad, is becauſe 


they are not wiſe: However, it were to be wiſhed 


that Oppreſſion would, in Time, teach a little Wiſ- 
dom to Fools. | I 
I was much delighted with a Perſon, who hath a 
great Eſtate in this Kingdom, upon his Complaints 
to me, how grievouſly POOR England ſuffers by Im- 

po/itions from Ireland. That we convey our own Wool 
to France, in Spight of all the Harpies at the Cuſtom- 
Honſe. That Mr. Shutleworth, and others on the 
Cheſhire Coafts, are ſuch Fools to ſell us their Bark 
at a good Price, for tanning our own Hydes into 
Leather ; with other Enormities of the like Weight 
and Kind. To which I will venture to add more : 
That the Mayorality of this City is always executed 
by an Inhabitant, aud often by a Native, which might 
as well be done by a Deputy, with a moderate Sala- 
ry, whereby POOR England Joſeth, at leaſt, one 
thouſand Pounds a Year upon the Ballance. That 
the Governing of this Kingdom coſts the Lord Lieu- 
tenant three Thouſand jix Hundred Pounds a Year, ſo 
much net Loſs to POOR England. That tie Peo- 
ple of Ireland preſume to dig for Coals in their own 
Grounds; and the Farmers in the County of W. ick- 
low ſend their Turf to the very Market of Dublin, 70 
the

the great Diſcouragement of the Coal Trade at Mo: 
ſtyn and White-haven. That the Revenues of the 
Poſt-Office Here, ſo righteouſly belonging to tht Eng- 
liſh Tredſury, as arifing chiefly from bur bun Com- 
merce with each other, ſhould be remitted to London, 
clogged with that grievous Burthen of Exchange, and 
the Penſions paid out of the Iriſh Revenues to Eng- 


tage, to the great Liſs of the Grantees. When a 
Divine is ſeht over to a Biſhoprick Here, with the 
Hopes of Five and Twenty Hundred Pounds a Tear; 
upon his Arrival, he finds, alas! a dreadful Diſ- 
count of Ten or Twelve per Cent. A Judge, or 4 
| Commiſſioner of the Revenue, has the ſame Cauſe 
bf Complaint. Laſtly, The Ballad upon Cotter is ve- 
hemently ſuſpected to be Iriſh Manufacture; and yet 
is allowed to be ſung in bur open Streets, under the 
very Nole of the Government. 

Tuksz are a few among the many Hardſhips we 
put upon that POOR Kingdom of England; fot 
which, I am confident, every honeſt Man wiſheth a 
Remedy: And, I hear, there is a Project on Foot for 
tranſporting our beſt Wheaten Straw, by Sea and 
Land Carriage, to Dunſtable; and obliging us by a 
Law, to take off yearly ſo many Tin of Straw-Hats, 
for the Uſe of our Women; which will be a great

Germany and Poland; fo that the whole Species of 


what we call Subtantial Farmers, will, in a very few 
Years, be utterly at an End. It was pleaſant to ob- 
ferve theſe Gentlemen, labouring with all their 
Might, for preventing the Biſhops from letting their 
Revenues at a moderate half Value, (whereby the 
whole Order would, in an Age, have been reduced to

Againſt a the | 
Power of BISHOPS, &c: 


WJ handling this Subject, I ſhall pro- 
ceed wholly upon the Suppoſition, 
chat thoſe of our Party, who profeſs 
T N themſelves Members of the Church 
e eſtabliſhed, and under the Apoſtolical 
G of Biſhops, do deſire the Continuance 
and Tranſmiſſion of it to Poſterity, at leaſt, in as good 
2 Condition as it is at preſent. Becauſe, as this Diſ: 
courſe is not calculated for Diſſenters of any Kind; 
{o neither will it ſuit the Talk or Sentiments of thoſe 
Perſons, who, with the Denomination of Church- 
men, are Oppreſſors of the inferiour Clergy, and 
perpetually quarreling at the great Incomes of the 
Biſhops; which is a traditional Cant delivered down 
from former Times, and continued with great Rea- 
ſon, although 1 it be now near 200 Years fince almoſt 
three Parts in four of the Church Revenues have 
zen taken from the Clergy : Beſides the Spoils that 
have been gradually made ever fince, of Glebes and 
|  _ other

other Lands, by the Confuſion of Times, the Fraud 
of encroaching Neighbours, Or the Power of Op- 
preſſors, too great to be encountree. 
Azour the Time of the Reformation, many Po- 
piſb Biſhops of this Kingdom, knowing they muſt 
have been ſoon ejected, if they would not change their 
Religion, made long Leaſes and Fee-farms of great 
Part of their Lands, reſerving very inconfiderable 
Rents, ſometimes only a Chietry ; by a Power they 
aſſumed, dire&ly contrary to many antient Canons, 
yet conſiſtent enough with the Common Law. This 
'Trade held on for many Years after the Biſhops be- 
came Proteſtants; and ſome of their Names are ſtill 
remembered with Infamy, on Account of enriching 
their Families by ſuch ſacrilegious Alienations. By 
theſe Means, Epiſcopal Revenues were ſo low redu- 


ced, that three or four Sees were often united to 


make a tolerable Competency. For ſome Remedy 
to this Evil, King Fames the Firſt, by a Bounty that 
became a good Chriſtian Prince, beſtowed ſeveral 
forfeited Lands on the Northern Biſhopricks : But in 
all other Parts of the Kingdom, the Church conti- 
nued {till in the fame Diſtreſs and Poverty; ſome of 
the Sees hardly poſſeſſing enough to maintain a Coun- 
try Vicar. About the Middle of King Charles the 
Firſt's Reign, the Legiſlature here thought fit to pur 
a Stop, at leaſt, to any farther Alienations; and fo a 


Law was enacted, prohibiting all Bifhops, and other 


Ecclefiaſtical Corporations, from fetting their Lands 
for above the Term of Twenty-one Years; the Rent 
reſerved to be one Half of the real Value of ſuch 
Lands at the Time they were ſet, without which 
Condition the Leale to be void. 5 
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| ( 39 ) 
Soo after the Reſtoration of King Charles the 
Second, the Parliament taking into Confideration the 
miſerable Eſtate of the Church; certain Lands, by 
way of Augmentation, were granted to eight Biſhops 
in the Ac of Settlement, and confirmed in the A& 
of Explanation ; of which Bounty, as I remember, 
three Sees were, in a great Meaſure, defeated; but 
by what Accidents, it is not here of any Importance 
to relate, . Lo e 
Tus, at preſent, is the Condition of the Church 
in Ireland, with Regard to Epiſcopal Revenues: 
Which I have thus briefly (and, perhaps, imperfe&- 
ly) deduced for ſome Information to thoſe, whoſe 
Thoughts do not lead them to ſuch Confiderations. 
By Virtue of the Statute, already mentioned, un- 
der King Charles the Firſt, limiting Eccleſiaſtical 
Bodies to the Term of 'T'wenty-one Years, under the 
reſerved Rent of half real Value; the Biſhops have 
had ſome Share in the gradual Riſe of Lands, with- 
out which they could not have been ſupported, with 
any common Decency that might become their Sta- 
tion. It is above eighty Years fince the paſſing of 
that Act: The See of Meat h, one of the beſt in the 
Kingdom, was then worth about 400 J. per Annum ; 
the poorer ones in the ſame Proportion. If this 
were their preſent Condition, I cannot conceive how 
they would have been able to pay for their Patents. 
or buy their Robes: But this will certainly be the 
Condition of their Succeſſors, if ſuch a Bill ſnould 
paſs, as they ſay is now intended, which I will ſup- 
poſe, and believe, many Perſons, who may give a 
Vote for it, are not aware of. 5 
HoweyeR, this is the Act which is now attemp- 
ted to be repealed, or, at leaſt, eluded; ſome are for 


| giving

giving Biſhops leave to let Fee-farms; others woutd 
allow them to let Leaſes for Lives; and the moſt mo. 
derate would repeal that Clauſe, by which the Bi: 
ſhops are bound to let their Lands at half Value. 

Tux Reaſons for the Riſe of Value in Lands, are 
of two Kinds. Of the firſt Kind, are long Peace 
and Settlement after the Devaſtations of War; Plan- 
tations, Improvements of bad Soil, Recovery of 

Bogs and Marſhes, Advancement of Trade and Ma- 
| cures, Encreaſe of Inhabitants, Encouragement 
of Agriculture, and the like. 

Bur there is another Reaſon for the Riſe of Lang, 
more gradual, conſtant and certain; which will have 
is Effects in Countries that are very far from flouriſh- 
ing in any of the Advantages I have juſt mentioned: 
I mean the perpetual Decreaſe in the Value of Gold 
and Silver. I ſhall diſcourſe upon theſe two diffe- 


rent Kinds, with a View towards the Bill now at- 


tempted. 

As to the Firſt :. I cannot ſee how this Kingdom 
is at any Height of Improvement, while four Parts in 
five of the Plantations for 30 Years paſt, have been 
real Diſimprovements ; Nine in Ten of che Quickſet- 


Hedges being ruined for want of Care or Skill. And 


as to Foreſt Trees, they being often taken out of 
Woods, and planted in fingle R 

Ditches, it is impoſſible they ſhould grow to be of 
Uſe, Beauty, or Shelter. Neither can it be ſaid, 


that the Soil of Ireland is improved to its full Height, 


while ſo much lies all Winter under Water, and the 
Bogs made almoſt deſperate by the ill Cutting of the 
Turf. There hath, indeed, been ſome little Im- 
provement in the Manufactures of Linen and Wool- 
len, although very ſhort of Perfection: But our 


Trade 
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Trade was never in ſo low a Condition: And as td 
Agriculture, of which all wiſe Nations have been 
fo tender, the Deſolation made in the Country by 
engroſſing Graziers, and the great yearly Importa- 
tion of Corn from England, are lamentable Inſtances 

under what Diſcouragement it lies. 28 
Bor, notwithſtanding all theſe Mortifications, I 
| ſuppoſe there is no Well-wiſher to his Country, with 
out a little Hope, that in Time the Kingdom may be 
on a better Foot in ſome of the Articles abovemen- 
tioned. But it would be hard, if Eccleſiaſtical Bodies 
ſhould be the only Perſons excluded from any Share 
in publick Advantages; which yet ean never happen, 
without a greater Share of Profit to their Tenants: If 
God ſends Rain equally upon the Fuſt and the Un- 
ju; why ſhould thoſe who wait at his Altars, and 
are Inſtructers of the People, be cut off from par- 
taking in the general Benefits of Law, or of Nature? 
Bur, as this Way of Reaſoning may ſeem to bear 4 
more favourable Eye to the Clergy, than perhaps will 
ſuit with the preſent Diſpoſition, or Faſhion of 
the Age; I ſhall, therefore, dwell more largely upon 
the ſecond Reaſon for the Riſe of Land, which is 
the perpetual Decreaſe of the Value of Gold and 
ier. | | 
Tris may be obſerved from the Courſe of the Ro- 
mam Hiſtory, above two "Thouſand Years before 
thoſe inexhauſtible Silver Mines of Potoſi were 
known. The Value of an Obolus, and of every 
other Coin between the Time of Romulus and that 
of Auguſtus, gradually ſunk above five Parts in fix, 
as appears by ſeveral Paſſages out of the beſt Authors. 
And yet, the prodigious Wealth of that State did not 
ariſe from the Encreaſe of Bullion in the World, by 
| EE the 
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the Diſcovery of new Mines, but from a much more 
accidental Cauſe, which was, the ſpreading of their 


Italy, the Riches of the Eaſt and Weft. 6 
Wars the Seat of Empire was removed to Con- 
ftantinople, the Tide of Money flowed that Way, 
without ever returning; and was ſcattered in Afi. 
But when that mighty Empire was overthrown by 
the Northern People, ſuch a Stop was put to all 
'Trade and Commerce, that vaſt Sums of Money 
were buried, to eſcape the Plundering of the Con- 
querors; and w hat remained was Carried off by thoſe 
Ravagers. 5 : 
Ir were no difficult Matter to compute the Value 
of Money in Englund, during the Saxon Reigns ; but 
the Monkiſh and other Writers ſince the Conqueſt, 
have put that Matter in a clearer Light, by the ſeve- 
ral Accounts they have given us of the Value of 
Corn and Cattle, in Years of Dearth and Plenty. 
Every one knows, that King John's whole Portion, 
before he came to the Crown, was but five Thou- 
{and Pounds, without 4 Foot of Land. 
T rave likewiſe ſeen the Steward's Accounts, of 
an antient noble Family in England, written in La- 
tin, between three and four Hundred Years ago, with 
the ſeveral Prices of Wine and Victuals, to confirm 
my Obſervations. | 


Inas been at the Trouble of computing (as o- 
thers have done) the different Values of Money for 
about four Hundred Years paſt. Henry Duke of 
Lancaſter, who lived about that Period, founded an 
Hoſpital in Leiceſter, for a certain Number of old 
Men ; charging his Lands with a Groat a Week to 
each for their Maintainance, which is to this red 
tuly 


Conqueſts, and thereby importing into Rome and | =

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duly paid them. In thoſe Times, a Penny was equal 


to ten Pence Half-penny, and ſomewhat more than 


Half a Farthing in ours; which makes about eight 


Ninths Difference. 


THis is plain alſo, from the old Cuſtom upon 
many Eſtates in England, to let for Leaſes of Lives, 


(renewable at Pleaſure) where the reſerved Rent 1s 


uſually about Twelve Pence a Pound, which then 


| was near the Half real Value: And although the 


Fines be not fixed, yet the Landlord gets altogether 
not above three Shillings in the Pound of the Worth 
of his Land: And the Tenants are ſo wedded to this 
Cuſtom, that if the Owner ſuffer three Lives to 
expire; none of them will take a Leaſe on other 
Conditions; or, if he brings in a F oreigner who will 
agree tO pay a reaſonable 13 the other Tenants, 
by all Manner of Injuries, will make that Foreigner 
ſo uneaſy, that he muſt be forced to quit the Farm; 
as the late Earl of Bath felt, by the Experience of a- 
bove ten Thouſand Pounds Loſs. | 
Tur gradual Decreaſe for about two Hundred 
Years after, was not conſiderable; and therefore I do 
not rely on the Account given by ſome Hiſtorians, 
that Harry the Seventh left behind him Eighteen 
Hundred Thouſand Pounds; for although the NEH. 


Indies were diſcovered before his Death, and al- 


though he had the beſt Talents and Inſtruments for 
exacting of Money, ever poſſeſſed by any Prince 
ſince the Time of Ve/pajzan; (whom he reſembled in 
many Particulars) yet I conceive, that in his Days 
the whole Coin of England could hardly amount to 
{uch a Sum. For in the Reign of Philip and Mary, 
Sir - Cockain of Darbyſhire, the beſt Houſe. 
Keeper of his Quality in the County, allowed his 

. | Lady 
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Lady fifty Pounds a Year for maintaining the Fami. 
ly, one Pound a Year Wages to each Servant, and 
two Pounds to the Steward ; as I was told by a Per- 
fon of Quality who had ſeen the Original Account of 
his Oeconomy. Now this Sum of ity Pound, added 
to the Advantages of a large Domain, might be equal 
to about five Hundred Pounds a Year at preſent, or 
ſome what more than four Fifths. 
Tx great Plenty of Silver in England began in 
Queen Elizabeth's Reign, when Drake, and others, 
took vaſt Quantities of Coin and Bullion from the 
Spaniards, either upon their own American Coalts; 
or in their Return to Spain. However, ſo much 
Hath been imported annually from that Time to this; 
that the Value of Money in England, and moſt Parts 
of Europe, is ſunk above one Half within the Space 
of an Hundred Years, notwithſtanding the great 
Export of Silver for about Eighty Years paſt, to the 
Eaſt- Indies, from whence it never returns. But 
Gold being not liable to the fame Accident, and by 
new Diſcoveries growing every Day more plentiful, 
feems in Danger of becoming a Drug. 5 
Tus hath been the Progreſs of the Value of Mo- 
ney in former Ages, and muft of Neceflity continue 
fo for the Future, without ſome new Invaſion of 
Goths and Vandals to deſtroy Law, Property and 
Religion, alter the very Face of Nature; and turn 
the World upſide down. | | 
I musT repeat, that what I am to ſay upon this 
Subject, is intended only for the Conviction of thoſe 
among our own Party, who are true Lovers of the 
Church, and would be glad it ſhould continue in a 
tolerable Degree of Proſperity ro the End of the 
World. .

Tusk I freely acknowKdge to be his Excellen- 
cy's Failings: Yer, I think it is agreed by Philoſo- 
phers and Divines; that ſome Allowance ought to 
be given to human Infirmity, and to the Prejudices 
of a wrong Education.

I am well aware, how much my Sentiments dif- 
fer from the orthodox Opinion of one or two prin- 
cipal Patriots, (at the Head of whom I name with 
Honour Piftorides.)

ment: And either a Pole or Land Tax, would be too 
odious to think of, eſpecially the latter; becauſe 
the Lands which have been let for theſe Ten or 
Dozen Years: paſt, were raiſed ſo high, that the 
Owners can, at preſent, hardly receive any Rent at 
all. For, it is the uſual Practice of an Iriſp Tenant, 


than he knows he can be ever able to pay; and in 
that Caſe he grows deſperate, and pays nothing at 
all. So that a Land Tax, upon a rackt Eſtate, 
would. be a Burthen wholly inſupportable. 
THz Queſtion will then be, how theſe national 
Debts can be paid; and how I can make good the 
ſeveral Particulars of my Propoſal; which I ſhall 
"mY lay open to the Publick. 
Tu Revenues of their Graces and Lordſhips, 
the Arch-biſhops and Biſhops of this Kingdom, 
(excluding the F ines) do. amount, by a moderate 
Computation, to, 36,800 J. per Ann. 1 mean the 
Rents which the Biſhops receive from their Te- 
nants. But the real Value of thoſe Lands, at a full 
Rent, taking the ſeveral Sees one with another, is 
reckoned to, be, at leaſt, three Fourths more; ſo 
that multiplying 36, 800 J. by 4, the full Rent of all 
the Biſhops Lands, will amount to 147200 J. per 
Ann. from which ſubſtracting the preſent Rent re- 
ceived by their Lordſhips, that is 36, 800 J. the Pro- 
fits of the Lands received by the firſt and ſecond 
Tenants, (who both have great Bargains) will riſg 
to the Sum of 1104007. per Ann. which Lands, if: 
they were to be ſold at Twenty- two Years Purchaſe, 
would 
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would raiſe a Sum of 2,428, 800 J. reſerving to the 


Biſhops their preſent Rents, only excluding Fines. 

Or this Sum I propoſe, that out of the one Half 
which amounts to 1,214,400 J. fo much be applied, 
as will entirely diſcharge the Debts of the Nation; 
and the Remainder laid up in the Treaſury, to ſup- 
ply Contingencies, as well as to diſcharge ſome of 
our heavy 'Taxes, until the Kingdom ſhall be in a 
better Condition. 

Bur, whereas the preſent Set of Biſhops would 
be great Loſers by this Scheme, for want of their 
Fines; which would be hard Treatment to ſuch 
religious, loyal, and deferving Perſonages; I have 
therefore ſet a- part the other Half, to ſupply that 
Defe&; which it will more than ſufficiently do. 

A Bishop s Leaſe for the full Term, is reckoned 
to be worth Eleven Years Purchaſe; but if we take 
the Biſhops round, I ſuppoſe there may be four 
Years of each Leaſe elapſed ; and many of the Bi- 
ſhops being well ftricken in Years, I cannot think 
their Lives round to be worth more than ſeven 
Years Purchaſe; fo that the Purchaſers may very. 
well afford F een Years Purchaſe for the Reverſion; 
eſpecially by one great additional Advantage, which 
I ſhall ſoon mention. 

Tunis Sum of 2,428 800k muſt likewiſe be ſunk 
very confiderably ; 2 the Lands are to be ſold 
only at Fifteen Years Purchaſe, and this leſſens the 
Sum to about 1,656,000 . of which I propoſe 
Twelve Hundred Thouſand Pounds, to be applied 
partly for the Payment of the national Debt, and 
partly as a Fund for future Exigencies; and the re- 
maining 456,000 1.

ALTHouGy the Biſhops round do not, in Reali-

thus multiplying 36800 by 3, the Product will be 
only 110400 J. ſo that above three Fourths will re- 
main, to be applied to publick Uſe. 

Ir I have made wrong Computations, I hope to 
be excuſed, as a Stranger to the Kingdom; which I 
never {aw till I was called to an Employment, and 
yet where I intend to paſs the Reſt of my Days;

A s Thave been al ways watchful over the Good 
of mine own Country; and particularly for that of 
our renowned City; where, (ab/it invidia) J had 
the Honour to draw my firſt Breath; I cannot 
have a Minute's Eaſe or Patience to forbear enume- 
rating ſome of the greateſt Enormities, Abuſes, and 
Corruptions ſpread almoſt through every Part of 
Dublin; and propoſing ſuch Remedies, as, I hope, 
the Legiſlature will approve ob.

Tun Affirmation ſolemnly made in the Cry of 
Herrings, is directly againſt all Truth and Probabi- 
lity; Herrings alive, alive here: The very Proverb 


will convince us of this ; for what is more frequent in 


ordinary Speech, than to ſay of ſome Neighbour 


for whom the Paſſing-Bell rings, that he is dead as 
a Herring. And, pray how is it poſſible, that a 
Herring, which, as Philoſophers obſerve, cannot 
live lonper than One Minute, 'Three Seconds and 
a half out of Water, ſhould bear a Voyage in open 

Boats from Howth to Dublin, be toſſed into twenty 
Hands, and preſerve its Life in Sieves for ſeveral 
Hours? Nay, we have Witneſſes ready to produce, 
that many Thouſands of theſe Herring s, ſo impu- 


demi 
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cently afferted to be alive, have been a Day and a 
Night upon dry Land. Bur this is not the worſt. 
What can we think of thoſe impious Wretches, 
who date in the Face of the Sun, vouch the very 
lame Afﬀrmative of their Salmon; and cry, Salmon 
alive, alive; whereas, if you call the Woman who 
cryes it, ſhe is not aſhamed to turn back her Man- 
tle, and ſhew you this individual Salmon cut into 
a dozen Pieces. I have given good Advice to 
theſe infamous Diſgracers * their Sex and Calling, 
without the leaſt Appearance of Remorſe; and 
fully againſt the Conviction of their own Con- 
ſciences.

The Bowl is 
repreſented full of Punch ; the Ladle ſtands ere& 
in the middle; ſupported ſometimes by one, and 
| ſometimes by two Animals, whoſe Feet reſt upon 
the Edge of the Bowl. Theſe Animals are ſome- 
times one black Lion, and ſometimes a Couple; 
ſometimes a ſingle Eagle, and ſometimes a ſpread 
One ; and we often meet a Crow, a Swan, a Bear 
or a Cock, in the ſame Poſture. | 
Nov, I cannot find how any of theſe Animals, 
either ſeparate, or in Conjunction, are, properly 
ſpeaking, fit Emblems or Embelliſhments, to 
advance the Sale of Punch. Beſides, it is agreed 
among Naturaliſts, that no Brute can endure the 
Taſte of ſtrong Liquor; except where he hath 
been uſed to it from his Infancy : And, conſe- 
quently, it is againſt all the Rules of Hieroglypb, to 
aſſign thoſe Animals as Patrons, or Prote&ors of 
Punch. For, in that Caſe, we ought to ſuppoſe 
that the Hoſt keeps always ready the real Bird, or 
Beaſt, whereof the Picture hangs over his Door, to 
entertain his Gueſts; which, however, to my Know- 
ledge, isnot true in Fa& : Not one of thoſe Birds 
being a proper Companion for a Chriſtian, as to aid- 
ing and aſſiſting in making the Punch. For, as they 
are drawn upon the Sign, they are much more likely to 
mute, or ſhed their Feathers into the Liquor. 'Then, 
as to the Bear, he is too terrible, awkard, and ſlo- 
venly a Companion to converſe with ; neither are 
any of them all handy enough to fill Liquor to the 
Company: I do, therefore, vehemently ſuſpe& a 
Plot intended againſt the Government, by theſe 
Devices. For, although the Spread-Eagle —_— 
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Arms of Germany, upon which Account it may 
poſſibly be a lawful Proteſtant Sign; yet I, who

in general ; all thoſe who travel with Fiſh, Poul 


try, Pedlary-ware;, and other Conveniences 
to ſell : But more eſpecially Handycrafts-men, who 
work for us by the Day; and common Labourers 


whom [ have already mentioned. Both theſe Kind 


of People I am forced to employ until their Wages 


amount to a Double Piſtole, or a Moidore, (for we 


hardly have any Gold of lower Value left us) 
to divide it among themſelves as they can: And 
this is generally done at an Ale-houſe, or Brandy- 
ſhop; where, befides the Coſt. of getting drunk; 
(which is uſually the Caſe) they muſt pay Ten 
Pence or a Shilling, for changing their Piece into

Tus Cauſes of this, and a Thouſand other Evils, 


are clear and manifeſt to you, and all _— 


Men; although hidden from the Vulgar : "Theſe 
indeed complain of hard Times, the Dearth of Corn, 
the Want of Money, the Badneſs of Seaſons; that 
their Goods bear no Price, and the Poor cannot 


| 
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find work ; but their weak Reaſonings never car- 
ry them to the Hatred and Contempt born us by our 


Neighbours and Brethren, without the leaſt Grounds 


of Provocation ; who rejoyce at our Sufferings, 
although ſometimes to their own Diſadvantage. 
They confider not the dead Weight upon every 
beneficial Branch of our Trade; that half our Re- 
venues are annually ſent to England; with many 


other Grievances peculiar to this unhappy King- 
dom ; which keep us from enjoying the common 


Benefits of Mankind ; as you and ſome other Lo- 
vers of their Country have ſo often obſerved, with 
ſuch good Inclinations, and ſo little Effect. 

Ir is true indeed, that under our Circumſtan- 
ces in general; this Complaint for the Want of 


Silver, may appear as ridiculous, as for a Man to 


be impatient about a Cut-Finger, when he is ſtruck 
with the Plague: And yet a. poor Fellow going to 
the Gallows, may be allowed to feel the Smart of 
Waſps while he is upon Tyburn-Road. This Mis- 
fortune is ſo urging, and vexatious in every Kind 
of ſmall Traffick; and ſo hourly preſſing upon all 
Perſons in the Country whatſoever ; that a Hun- 
dred Inconveniences, of perhaps greater Moment 
in themſelves, have been tamely ſubmitted to, with 
far leſs Diſquietude and Murmurs. And the Caſe 
ſeems yet the harder, if it be true, what many skil- 


ful Men aſſert, that nothing is more eaſy than a 


Remedy; and, that the Want of Silver, in Propor- 
tion to the little G- remaining among us, is alto- 

ether as unneceſſary, as it is inconvenient. A Per- 
— of Diſtinction aſſured me very lately, that, in

Turns was a Method practiſed by Sir Ambroſe 
"Crawley, the great Dealer in Fron-works ; which I 
wonder the Gentlemen of our Country, under this 
Treat Exigence, have not thought fit to imitate. In 
the ſeveral Towns and Villages where he dealt, and 
many Miles round; he gave Notes inſtead of Mo- 
ney, from Two Pence to Twenty Shillings ; which 
paſſed current in all Shops and Markets, as well as 
in Houſes, where Meat or Drink was ſold.

tion, if the like Privilege were granted to us, of

THrxs is a Perſon of Quality in my Neighbour- 
hood, who 'Twenty Years ago, when he was juſt 
come to Age, being unexperienced, and of a gene- 
tous Temper, let his Lands, even as Times went 
then, at a low Rate to able Tenants; and conſe- 
quently by the Riſe of Land fince that 'Time, look- 
ed upon his Eftate to be fet at half Value: But 


Numbers of thefe Tenants, or their Deſcendants,

THis is the moſt favourable Face of Things at 


preſent among us; I ſay, among us of the North, 
who are eſteemed the only thriving People of the 


Kingdom.

Tax vaſt Sums of Money daily carried off, by 


our numerous Adventurers to America, have depri-

Ap the good Wives who come to our Houſes, 
offer us their Pieces of Linen, upon which their 
whole Dependence lies, for ſo little Profit, that it 
can neither half pay their Rents, nor half ſupport

Ir is remarkable, that this Enthufiaſm ſpread 


| among Our Northern People, of ſheltering them 


ſelves in the Continent of America, hath no other 
Foundation, than their preſent inſupportable Con- 
dition at home. I have made all poſſible Enquiries, 
to learn what Encouragement our People have mer 
with, by any Intelligence from thoſe Plantations, 
ſufficient to make them undertake ſo tedious and 
hazardous a Voyage, in all Seaſons of the Year; and 
ſo ill accommodated in their Ships, that many of 
them have died miſerably in theit Paſlage ; bur could 
never get one ſatisfactory Anſwer. Some body, 
they know not who, had written a Letter to his 
Friend or Coufin from thence, inviting him, by all 
Means, to come over; that it was a fine fruitful 
Country, and to be held for ever at a Penny an 
Acre. But the Truth of the Fact is this: The 
Engliſh eſtabliſhed in thoſe Colonies, are in great 
Want of Men to inhabit that Tra& of Ground, 
which lies between them and the wild Indians, 
who are not reduced under their Dominion. We 
read of ſome barbarous People, whom the Romans 
Placed in their Armies, for no other Service than 
to blunt their Enemies Swords, and afterwards to 
fill up Trenches with their dead Bodies.

People here are wholly deceived, in the Opinions 


they have of the happy Condition of their Friends 
gone before them. This was accidentally diſcover- 
ed logs Months ago, by an honeſt Man; who ha-

Which otherwiſe may, after this Eſtabliſhment, 
ſplit them as wide as Papiſt and Proteffant, W hig 
and Tory, or Churchman and Diſſenter ; and con- 
ſequently the Work will be to begin again. For in 
Religious Quarrels, it is of little Moment how few 
or {mall the Differences are; eſpecially when the 
Diſpute is only about Power. Thus the zealous 
Presbyterians of the North, are more alienated 
from the eſtabliſhed Clergy, than from the Romiſb 
Prieſts; raxing the former with idolatrous Worſhip, 
as diſguiſed Papiſts, Ceremony Mongers, and many 
other Terms of Art; and this for a very powerful 
| Reaſon; becauſe the Clergy ſtand in their Way, 
which the Popiſh Prieſts do not. 
ſured, that the Quarrel between Old and New Light- 
Men, is managed with more Rage and Rancour, 
than any other Diſpute of the higheſt Importance; 


and this, becauſe it ſerves to leſſen or increaſe their 


ſeveral Congregations, from whom they receive 
their Contributions. 

 _Anornenr Difficulty, which may embarraſs the

I SHALL here take Notice, that in the Divifion 
of Employments among the Presbyterians, after this

their Side, in any further Scheme they may have 


towards making their Religion National. For I 


reckon, all thoſe Gentlemen ſent over from Eng-

Ir there be any 1 in Politicks, not to be 


controuled, it muſt be the following. That thoſe 
whoſe private Intereſt is united with the Intereſt of 


their Country; ſuppoſing them to be of equal Un- 


derſtanding with the reſt of their Neighbours, will 
heartily wiſh, that the Nation ſhould thrive. Out 
of theſe are indubitably excepted all Perſons who are 


ſent from another Kingdom, to be employed in Pla- 


ces of Profit or Power; becanſe they can poſſibly 


bear no Affection to the Place where they ſojourn, 
even for Life ; their ſole Buſineſs being to advance, 
themſelves, by following the Advice of their Prin- 
* I except like wiſe, thoſe Perſons who are 
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taken into Offices, dio Natives of the 1d: 
becauſe they are greater Gainers while they keep their 
Offices, than they could poſſibly be by mending the 
miſerable Condition of their Country. 


I Exc EPT, Thirdly, all Hopers, who, by bak 


lincing Accounts with themſelves, turn the Scale 
on the ſame Side; becauſe the ſtrong Expectation of 
a good certain Saliry, will outweigh the Loſs by bad 
Rents, received out of Lands in moneylefs Times. 


Ir my Lords, the Biſhops, who, I hear, are now 
employed in 4 Scheme for regulating the Conduct 


afid Maintenance of the inferior Clergy; ſhall, in 
their Wiſdom and Piety, and Love of the Church, 


conſent to this Repeal of the Tezf ; I have not the 


leaſt Doubt, that the whole Reverend Body will 


chearfully ſubmit to their Spiritual Fathers; of 
whoſe paternal Tenderneſs for their Welfare, they 


have already found ſo many amazing Inſtances. 
I am not, therefore, under the leaſt Concetn a- 


bout the Clergy on this Account. They will (for 
ſome Time) be no great Sufferers by this Repeal ; 


becauſe I cannot recolle&, among all our Sects, any 


one that gives Latitude enough to take the Oaths 


required at an Inſtitution, to a Church- living; and 


until that Bar ſhall be removed, the preſent Fpiſco- 
pal Clergy are ſafe for two Years. Although it may 
be thought ſomewhat unequal, that in the Northern 


Farts, whete there may be three Diſſenters to one 


 Churchman, the whole Revenue ſhall be engroſſed 


by Him who hath ſo ſmall a Part of the Cure. 


Ir is true, indeed, that this Diſadvantage, which 
the Diſſenters at preſent lye under, of a Diſability 
to receive Church-Preferments, will be eaſily reme- 


dicd by the Repeal of the Te ft. For the Diſſenting 
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Teachers are under no Incapacity of accepting Ci- 


vil and Military Employments; wherein they agree 


perfectly with the Popiſh Clergy; among whom. 


great Cardinals and Prelates have been Commanders 
of Armies, chief Miniſters, Knights of many Or- 


ders, Ambaſſadors, Secretaries of State, and in moſt 


high Offices under the Crown; although they aſſert 


the indelible Character, which no Sectaries among 
us did ever aſſume. But that many, both Presby- 
terians and Independants, Commanders as well as 


private Soldiers, were profeſſed Preachers in the 
Time of their Dominion, is allowed by all. Crom- 


well himſelf was a Preacher ; and hath left us one 
of his Sermons in Print, exactly in the ſame Style 
and Manner with thoſe of our modern Presbyte- 
rian Teachers: So was Colonel Howard, Sir George 


Downing, and ſeveral others whoſe Names are on 


Record. I can, therefore, ſee no Reaſon why a 
painful Presbyterian Teacher, as ſoon as the Te. 
{hall be repealed, may not be priviledged to hold, 


along with his Spiritual Office and Stipend, a Com- 


miſfion in the Army, or the Civil Lift in Commen- 
dam: For, as I take it, the Church of Enzland 


is the only Body of Chriſtians, which, in Effect, 


diſqualifies thoſe, who are employed to preach its 
Doctrine, from ſharing in the Civil Power, further 
than as Senators : Yet this was a Priviledge begun 
In Times of Popery, many Hundred Years before the 
Reformation; and woven with the very Inſtitution 

of our limited Monarchy. „„ 
'TarkE is indeed another Method, whereby the 
Stipends of diſſenting Teachers may be raiſed, and 
the Farmer much relieved ; if it ſhould be thought 
| Pro- 
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proper to rewand a People ſo deſerving, and fo loy- 
al by their Principles. Every Biſhop, upon the Va- 


cancy of a Church-Living, can ſequeſter the Pro- 
fits for the Uſe of the next Incumbent. Upon a 
' Lapſe of half a Year, the Donation falls to the — 
biſhop, and after a. full Year to the Crown, during 
Pleaſure. Therefore, it would be no Hardſhip for 
any Clergyman alive, if, in thoſe Parts of 3 
where the Number of Sectaries much exceeds that 
of the Conformiſts, the Profits, when ſequeſtred, 
might be applied to the Support of the diſſenting 
Teacher, who hath ſo many Souls to take Care of: 

Whereby the poor Tenants would be much reliev- 


ed in thoſe hard Times, andi in a better Condition 


to pay their Rents. 


Bur there is another Difficulty i in this Matter, 
againſt which a Remedy doth not ſo readily occur. 
For, ſuppoſing the Teſt-A repealed, and the Diſ- 


ſenters in Conſequence fully qualified for all fecular 
Employments; the Queſtion may {till be put, whe- 
ther thoſe of Ireland will be often the Ferſons on 
whom they ſhall þe beſtowed; becauſe it is ima- 
gined, there may be another Seminary in View, 
more numerous and more needy, as well as more me- 
riting, and more eafily contented with ſuch low 


Offices; which ſome nearer N eighbours hardly 


think it worth ſtirring from their Chimney-fides to 
obtain. And, I am told, it is the common Prac- 
tice of thoſe who are killed in the Management 
of Bees; that when they ſee a foreign Swarm, at 
ſome Diſtance, approaching with an Intention to 

plunder their Hives; theſe Artiſts have a Trick to 
Wo: them into ſome neighbouring Apiary, there 
10 make What Havock hey pleaſe. This ſhould

not have hinted, if I had not known it already to 
have gotten Ground in many ſuſpe&ing Heads: 
For it is the peculiar Talent of this Nation, to ſee 
Dangers afar off: To all which, I can only fay, 
that our native Presbyterians muſt, by Pains and In- 
duſtry, raiſe ſuch a Fund of Merit, as will anſwer 
to 4 Birth ſix Degrees more to the North. If they 
cannot arrive at this Perfection, as ſeveral of the 
eſtabliſhed Church have compaſſed by indefatigable 
Pains; 1 do not well ſee, how their Affairs will 


much mend by repealing the 72: For, to be quali- 


| fied by Law to accept an Employment; and yet to 
be diſqualified in Fact, as it will much increaſe the 
Mortificatiou, fo it will withdraw the Pity of many 
among their Well-wiſhers; and utterly deprive them 


of that Merit they have ſo long made, of being a 


loyal true Proteftant People, perſecuted only for 
Religion. 

Ix this happen to be their Caſe, they muſt wait 
Maturity of Time; until they can by prudent, gen- 
tle Steps, make their Faith become the Religion 
Eſtabliſhed in the Nation; after which, I do not 


in the leaſt doubt, that they will take the moſt ef- 
fectual Methods, to ſecure their Power againſt thoſe 


who muſt then be Diſſenters in their Turn; 


whereof, if we may form a future Opinion from 


preſent Times, and the Diſpoſitions of Diſſenters, 
who love to make a thorom Reformation; the Num- 
ber and Qualities will be very inconſiderable. 

Tuus I have, with the utmoſt Sincerity, after 


long thinking, given my Judgment upon this ardu-

Places of their Abode, with a ſhort Account of 
the chief Crimes they have committed; in many of 
which I have been their Accomplice, and heard 
the reſt from their own Mouths: I have Nkewiſe 
ſet down the Names of thoſe we call our Setters, 
of the wicked Houſes we frequent, and of thoſe 
who receive and buy our ſtolen Goods. I have 
ſolemnly charged this honeſt Man, and have re- 
ceived his Promifo upon Oath, that whenever he 
hears of anyRogue to be tryed for robbing, or Houſe- 
breaking, he will look into his Liſt, and if he finds 
the Name there of the Thief concerned, to ſend 
the whole Paper to the Government. Of this 1 
here give my Companions fair and PR Warn- 
ing, and hope they will take it. 

In the Paper abovementioned, which I If wich 
my Friend, I have alſo ſet down the Names of ſeve- 
ral Gentlemen who have been robbed in Dublin 
Streets for three Years paſt : I have told the Cir- 
ciumſtances of thoſe Robberies; and ſhewn plainly 
that nothing but the Want of common Courage 
was the Cayle of their Misfortunes. I have there- 
fore deſired my Friend, that whenever any Gentle- 
men happens to be robbed in the Streets, he will

Ar rnO O we are generally ſo Corrupted from 
our Childhood, as to have no Senfe of Goodneſs ; 
yet ſomething heavy always hangs about us, I know 


not what it is, that we are never eaſy till we are 
half drunk among our Whores and Companions; 


nor ſleep ſound, unleſs we drink longer than we 
can ſtand. If we go abroad in the Day, a wiſe 
Man would eaſily find us to be Rogues by our 
Faces; we have ſuch a ſuſpicious, fearful, and con- 
ſtrained Countenance; often turning back, and 
ſlinking through narrow Lanes and Allies. I have 
never failed of knowing a Brother Thief by his 


Looks, though I never ſaw him before. Every 


Man among us keeps his particular Whore, who 
is however common to us all, when we have a mind 
to change. When we have got a Booty, if it bein 
Money, we divide it equally among our Compani- 
ons, and foon ſquander it away on our Vices in 
thoſe Houſes that receive us; for the Maſter and 
Miſtreſs, and the very Tapſter, go Snacks; and 
beſides make us pay treble Reckonings. If our Plun- 
der be Plate, Watches, Rings, Snuff-Boxes, and 
the like; we have Cuſtomers in all Quarters of the 
Town to take them off. I have ſeen a Tankard 
worth Fifteen Pounds ſold to a Fellow in 
Street for Twenty Shillings; and a Gold Watch for 
Thirty. I have ſet down his Name, and that of 
{everal others in the Paper already mentioned. We 
have Setters watching in Corners, and by dead Walls, 
to give us Notice when a Gentleman goes by; _ 
Ez . cially 
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_ cially if he be any ching in Drink. I believe in 


my Conſcience, that if an Account were made of a 
Thouſand Pounds in ſtolen Goods; conſidering the 
low Rates we ſell them at, the Bribes we miiſſ give 
for Concealment, the Extortions of Ale-houſe Rec- 
konings, and other neceſſary Charges, there would | 
not remain Fifty Pounds clear to be divided among 
the Robbers. And out of this we muſt find Cloaths *® 
for our Whores, befides treating them from Morn- 
ing to Night; who, in Requital, reward us with 
nothing but Treachery and the Pox. For when 
out Money is gone, they are every Moment threat- 
ning to inform againſt us, if we will not go out to 
look for more. If any Thing in this World be 
like Hell, as I have heard it deſcribed by our Cler- 
gy; the trueſt Picture of it muſt be in the Back- 
Room of one of our Ale-houſes at Midnight; 
where a Crew of Robbers and their Whores are met 
together after a Booty, and are beginning to grow 
drunk; from which Time, until they are paſt their 
Senſes, is ſuch a continued horrible Noife of Cur- 
fing, Blaſphemy, Lewdneſs, Scurrility, and brutiſh 
Behaviour ; ſuch Roaring and Confuſion, ſuch a 
Clatter of Mugs. and Pots at each other's Heads: 
that Bedlam, in Compariſon, is a ſober and orderly |} 
Place: At laſt they all tumble from their Stools and
